of a long box interlined with tin. 
The tin is not necessary, but Judge 
Met lei tan put it iii so he could soak 
the oats for a day when they are 
fresh. 
There is a hole in the tin that 
can be stopped or opened out when­ 
ever desired . 
Oats are scattered over the bottom 
of the box two or three inches thick 
and soaked for on** day. The water is 
then let out, and warm

sprinkled over tile oats each day from 
that time on. 
Three of four days are 
usually enough to ge; the oats fairly 
well sprouted, and in a few days the 
green sprigs are shooting up by the 
hundreds. 
The green stuff is cut out 
and given to the hens in small bunch­ 
es. 
This kind of sprouter can be made 
by any boy on the farm,
